Thomas  Leary  is  a  professor  of  Art  at  Salem  State  College 
where  he  has  taught  studio  art  courses  in  drawing,  painting  and 
printmaking  for  the  last  27  years.

Native 
Americans  believe  the  calf  is 
the  fulfillment  of  a  Lakota 
Sioux  prophecy.  Five  hundred 
years  ago,  White  Buffalo 
Woman  told  her  people  that 
she  would  return  as  a  white 
calf  to  usher  in  a  new  age  of 
harmony  between  all  races 
of  mankind. 


President  Clinton,  with

Experts  call  it  the  archaeological  find 
of  the  century.

One  of  Lake  Superior's  enduring  mysteries  is  solved  by  scientists  and  marine  historians  who 
explore  the  wreck  of  the  Edmund  Fitzgerald,  an  ore  carrier  that  sank  with  its  crew  in  a  1975 
storm.  The  ship,  overused  and  in  poor  condition,  was  ripped  apart  by  90-mph  winds  and 
30-foot  waves.  Most  of  the  29  crewmen  are  entombed  inside  the  wreckage,  well  preserved  in  the 
39°  waters.

Longley  retires  from  Salem  State  tennis  post 


Salem,  MA  -  Legendary  tennis  coach  Grant  Longley,  a  native  of  Franklin  and  a 
resident  of  Swampscott,  has  announced  his  retirement  from  the  position  he  held  for  a 
quarter  of  a  century  at  Salem  State  College. 

Longley,  who  will  remain  as  an  associate  professor  in  the  Sports,  Fitness  &  Leisure 
Studies  Department,  was  on  a  leave  of  abscence  from  his  coaching  position  during  the 
1994-95  academic  year.  Beverly's  Scott  Donovan,  who  was  a  four-year  performer  for 
Longley  from  1989-92,  assistant  coach  for  a  pair  of  seasons  and  served  as  interim  head 
coach  of  both  the  men's  and  women's  programs  at  Salem  this  past  year,  has  been  named 
Longley's  successor  announced  athletic  director  John  Galaris. 

"It's  been  a  sincere  pleasure  to  work  with  the  student  athletes  at  Salem  State.  I  really 
mean  that,"  said  Longley,  who  compiled  307  victories  against  160  defeats  for  a  solid  .657 
overall  career  winning  percentage.  "There's  no  question  that  Salem  State  is  a  special  place 
to  coach.  My  players  were  hard  workers  who  dedicated  themselves  to  the  program  and 
their  studies.  The  most  difficult  part  for  me  leaving  coaching  will  be  no  longer  having  the 
special  relationship  a  player  and  a  coach  can  develop  and  share.  There's  nothing  like  it." 

Nicknamed  "The  General"  by  one  of  his  players  at  the  start  of  his  first  season  (1970)  at 
Salem,  Longley  wasted  little  time  in  building  Salem  State  into  the  powerhouse  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  College  Athletic  Conference  (MASCAC).  The  Vikings  captured  12 
MASCAC  championships  along  the  way  under  Longley's  direction. 

"We  took  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  being  the  best  tennis  program  among  the  MASCAC 
schools,"  said  Longley,  who  starred  in  Springfield  College  in  the  early  1960's.  In  total, 
Longley  coached  the  men's  program  for  25  years  and  the  women's  program  for  three. 

"Grant  and  his  program  were  major  contributors  to  the  success  the  Salem  State  athletic 
program  has  enjoyed  over  the  past  25  years,"  said  John  Galaris.  "I  commend  him  for  his 
dedication,  loyality  and  leadership.  His  contributions  were  significant.  Many  of  his  playen 
regarded  him  as  a  father  figure." 

Longley  coached  Salem  State  tennis  to  the  1973  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  (NAIA)  District  32  title  prior  to  directing  the  Vikings  to  back-to-back  NCAA 
tournament  appearances  in  1976  and  1977.  He  coached  one  year  of  freshman  tennis  and 
wrestling  at  Albany  (NY)  State  prior  to  his  arrival  in  Salem.  Longley  also  served  as  head 
coach  of  men's  soccer  at  Salem  State  from  1971  to  1975. 

A  member  of  the  NCAA  Division  3  Championship  Seeding  Committee  in  1977  and 
1978,  Longley  has  served  on  the  New  Lngland  Intercollegiate  Tennis  Association 
(NLITA)  Seeding  Committee  the  past  four  years. 

Donovan,  who  posted  a  combined  record  of  17-8-1  while  heading  up  the  men's  and 
women's  programs  in  1994-95,  is  honored  to  be  following  in  his  former  coaches'  legendary 
footsteps. 

"It's  an  honor  to  be  given  the  opportunity  to  coach  tennis  at  Salem  State,"  said 
Donovan,  who  served  as  a  two-time  team  captain  and  was  chosen  Team  MVP  his  senior 
year.  "I  will  do  my  best  to  uphold  the  great  athletic  tradition  at  Salem  State.  The  student 
athletes  welfare  is  what  it's  all  about."
